Pour Hours of Indescribable Agony He- 


aulttng In "Welcome Death. 


Particulars of the Junction Collision this 


Morning 


Soon after three o clock this (Saturda)) 


morning a frightful collision between Pe- 
ona, Decatur & Ev.insviUe and Illinois 
Central freight trams, resulting m the 
ternble death of an enpmeei, took place a 
few car lengths north of the switch at the 
junction of the Illinois Midland and Cen- 
tral roads, about half a mile south of the 
Illinois Central bridge 
It appears that 


the Illinois Central freight No 8, coming 
from the south had reached the junc- 
tion ahead of tune and had run n few 
car lengths past the switch Ihe en- 
gineer m charge had endeavored to 
stop his tram,

In brief the testimony adduced the fact

MUKDER MOST FOUL. 


The -world seems to have fallen 


upon evil times, when the pistol, the 
knife, the bludgeon and the ham 
grenade are made to do duty as agen 
cies in accomplishing revolutionary 
designs. 
It does not appear that th 


uniform failure of these bloody acts 
to work the reforms desired has ani 
effect in diminishing their freqnen 
cy; the visionary, the dissatisfied.th( 
malevolent elements of soc;ety con 
tinue to do their devilish deeds o: 
murder just the same as though the 
precedents were all tbe other way 
The assassination of Lord Cavendish 
chief secretary for. Ireland, and thai 
of his assistant, Hon. Thomas Burke. 
which occurred in a public park al 
Dublin on Saturday evening, is with- 
out doubt one of the most atrocious, 
and at the same time one of the most 
inexcusable, of the long line of polit- 
ical murders which blot the pages ol 
the world's recent history. 
The new 


secretary had been appointed only 
two days before, and had just arriv- 
ed in Dublin, charged with the duty 
of carrying out a policy of reform 
and conciliation, which promised to 
bring peace and quiet to Ireland. His 
record had in it nothing to arouse 
thp enmity of the land leaguers and 
other dissatisfied elements among 
the Irish people, and his most foul 
murder has therefore nothing in it in 
the nay of palliation. 
Itseft'ect can- 


not be but disastrous to the cause of 
Irish land reform. The English gov. 
ornitient and people—whatever may 
bo the facts in the case—\vill refuse 
to see an\ thing in the matter except 
the evidence of n spirit of defiance, 
and \\ ill consider it a fresh proof that 
Ireland does not desire peace with 
England. 
This will naturally begot 


a demand for now measures of re- 
pi ession and coercion, and unless the 
English people are endowed with a 
larger degree of political toleration 
than is natural in mankind the\ will 
biook no opposition in their determi- 
nation to apply force to the solution 
of the Irish problem. 
This may not 


be the wisest course of procedure, 
but it is human nature, and the suff- 
ering peasantry of Ireland will find 
thp.t by the mad act of a few of their 
partisans the righting of their wrongs 
has been put oft' for a decade—prob- 
ably for a generation.

Earl Cowper has resigned the lord 
lieutenancy of Ireland, and W. E. 
Forster, the ch>ef secretary of Ire- 
land in the Queen's cabinet, has also 
resigned. 
This can mean nothing 


Jess than a radical change of policy, 
aiid it is so regarded throughout Ire- 
land, where tho views is hailed with 
the most extravagant demonstrations 
of delight—by illuminations, proces 
MODS, bonfires and general rejoicing. 
The land league has gained its first 
great victory, and it is richly enti- 
tled to the thanks of the Irish people. 


THE state board of health has dis- 


covered that most of the small-pox 
brought into the state comes from 
immigrants that pour in upon us 
from the old world. 
The board ex- 


horts every one to keep vaccinated, 
and it imparts the cheerful informa- 
tion that virus exists in plenty and 
that no one need go unscarred on ac- 
count of the supply of points being 
unequal to the demand.

lionized, flattered, feated and toasted, 
is one of the inexplicable mysteries 
of the age. 
Bill was as foolhardy, 


audacioiiri, reckless, daring and as 
much of a crank ns Mason, and vet 
no laurels bedeck his marble fore- 
head, nor do shekels by thousands 
flow unbidden into his pockets. What 
hidden law is there that lies slumber- 
ing in the bosom of Mother Nature 
that would so rashly contravene the 
even tenor of exact and distributive 
justice, or obstruct correspondent!al 
principles in the flowing and ebbing 
of the currents of cost and compen- 
sation V But, after all, it may be 
that Bill Jones is neglected because 
he hasn't addressed the American 
people through the associated press 
dispatches.

brewed from hops. 
If the American 


people can be persuaded to fairly 
test English made beer, they would 
acquire such a liking for it that they 
would drink nothing else. It is both 
refreshing and stimulating, and peo- 
ple who partake of it rarely drink 
spiritous liquors. The beer can be 
sold at $2 per barrel and three cents 
the glass, and it will be found qnito 
as good as the imported article. At 
home," he added, "the brewers are 
fairly paid. As a rule the men are 
reliable and remain with the firm for 
many years.

A Sketch ol Miss Francea E. Willard. 
Bliss Willard was born at Churchville 


near Rochester, N. Y., in 1839, and is con- 
sequently 42 years old; but her oppear- 
nuce shows but little of the wear and tear 
of an enormous amount of public work. 
She has had numerous proposals of mar- 
riage, but is too lunch devoted to her 
chosen labors to harbor romantic idea* 
Her parents removed to Oherlin, Ohio 
when she was but 3 years old, aud 5 years 
later came to Wisoousiu aud settled on a 
farm near Janesville. When n child her 
natural elocutionary gifts were conspicu- 
ous, aud she was fond of declaiming stir- 
ring poemu to ber associates. Her father 
attenvnrd removed to Evaustou, 111., aud 
there iu 1851) Miss Willard, then in her 
20th year, graduated with honors from 
Jones' Seminary for Ladies. The suc- 
ceeding ten years of her life were passed 
as preceptress in several well-known fe- 
male colleges, aud iu the interim her 
fame began to develop through the medi- 
um of magazine articles from her pen. 
After some time passed in European 
travel, she almost by accident came into 
note us a public speaker, when at a mis- 
biounry meeting at Chicago in 1870, she 
gave an account of her travels, particu- 
larly m Palestine. This led to requests 
to lecture all over the northwest. In 1871 
she was chosen President of the Women's 
College at Evanston, and afterwards ac- 
cepted a prqfessorsliip in the Northwest- 
ern University until June, 1874, when she 
terminated her career as an educator and 
has since thrown all her energy into the 
Women s Temperance work. She is now 
serving her third term as President of 
the National Women's Christian Temper- 
ance Union, and has visited nearly every 
state in the Union, speaking in the prin- 
cipal cities. 
Her home nt Evangton, 


known as "Failh Cottage," is described 
by a writer iu Potter's American Monthly 
as a simple gothic structure, almost buri- 
ed in trees and ehrubs. Here her occa- 
sional days at home are passed in the 
company of her aged mother, her books, 
correspondence and literary work.

NEW YOBK, May .9.—Argument 


was beard to-day in the supreme 
court on the return of the writ of 
habeas corpus obtained yesterday by 
George Scoville, commanding John 
W. Gniteau to produce Frances M. 
Seovilje in court this morning,charg- 
ing that ehe is illegally restrained of 
her liberty by her brother. It also 
says that since the late Guiteau trial 
Mrs. Scoville has shown strong evi- 
dence of mental disturbance. 
The 


court room Jwas crowded. Scoviile 
was present with his counsel, John 
D. Townsend, arid near by were John 
"W. Gniteau, and his lawyer. James 
Armstrong. 
The latter read the re- 


turn of John W. Gnitewi to the writ. 


' The return denies that Mrs. Scoville 


is in the custody of or restrained by 
John W. Gniteau of her liberty, and 
says he does not know of her where- 
abouts, and therefore he could not 
produce her in court. Mr. Townsend 
then made application to have the 
return traversed, and read the 
affi 


davit of Scoville, in which the latter 
still declares himself of the belief 
that his wife is in John Guitean's 
custody. 


Scoville was called and testified to 


the wearing effect of the trial on his 
wife; to her strange actions; her talk 
of her brother's case, and to her say 
ing to the witness that she-thought 
he had ceased to care for her. 
Her 


leaving home and coming to this city 
and certain other • facts given in tra- 
verse to the return, weie also elicited 
in the testimony. Witness said he 
saw John W. Gniteau in the Astor 
House, and the latter said he heard 
the witness was going to put Mrs. 
Scoville in a lunatic asylum,and that 
he (Guiteau) would resist all further 
attempts to prove insanity in the Gni- 
teau family. 


The Queen last evening gave au- 


dience to an officer bearing special 
dispatches from Earl Spencer, Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland. Spencer is 
expected to arrive in London to-mor- 
row. On his return to Ireland he 
will be accompanied by his wife.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The argu- 


ment on the bill of exceptions in the 
Cruiteau case was begun this morning 
before the Judges of the supreme 
court of the district, sitting in bane, 
Chief Justice Carter presiding, and 
Justices MacArthnr, Hagner and 
James. 
Colonel Corkhill and My. 


Davitlge appeared for the govern- 
ment, and Charles H. Heed for Gui- 
teuu. 


Mr. Reed, after a brief opening, 


passed to the discussion of the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction of the court bo- 
low, arguing that the crime was not 
indictable in this district because the 
offense was not completed here—the 
mortal stroke having been given here, 
while death occurred in New Jersey. 


Chief Justice Cartter interrupted 


at one point to suggest that while 
murder was the killing of a perbon, 
and tho crime could not be defined as 
murder until death occurred, yet tho 
act of felony was completed when the 
murderer had finished with his vic- 
tim. 


Counsel proceeded to cVscuss vari- 


ous authorities on the subject of jur- 
isdiction in brief. 
Counsel admitted 


that Guiteau might bo indicted, and 
(if found to bo sane), convicted in 
this district of assault with intent to 
kill, but bold that he could not be 
tried for murder. 


Mr. Reed argued that the sentence 


of death is void, because the day 
fixed for the execution of the sen- 
tence is not authorized by law, claim- 
ing that, under a proper construc- 
tion of the statutes of the district, 
the date of tho execution should 
have been fixed some day' within 
thirty days after the fourth "Monday 
of October, 1S82. 


It is not expected that Mr. Reed 


will conclude the opening ai'gument 
to day. 


At half-past one o'clock the court 


took n recess until to-morrow, when 
Mr Reed will conclude his 
argument.
